Government Is Strong 
Enough To Cope With 
Situation, Says Presi- 
dent’s Statement. 


HAVANA, Mareh 10.—4)—Hun- 
dreds of soldiers moved into Havana 
tonight as darkness fell but sporadic 
bombings and rifle fire increased the 
city s tension. 

The explosions heightened fears of 
a repetition of last night's wild dis- 
orders, which left four dead and 
eight wounded. 


As a grim reminder of the strug- 
gle against the government of Pro- 
visional President Carlos Mendieta 
the bodies of a radical student and 
his relative were thrown into a fash- 
ionable street. near the residence of 
Jefferson Caffery, United States am- 
bassador. 


A state of war. similar to the state 
of siege declared here, was proclaimed 
by the governor of Camaguey province. 
It prohibited citizens from appearing 
on the streets after midnight and 
closed theaters. and other public 
places. 

The troops moved into the capital 
by trucks from Camp Columbia. on the 
edge of Havana. Three bombs ex- 
ploded just after dark in the prin- 
ci n séction afid another in 
the Vedado section. in midtown. 

Minister Resigns. 


Shooting broke out and continued 
for five minutes when power failed 
in the town of Guanabacoa, across the 
bay fror Havana. Two bombs ex- 
ploded.

A new and significant insight 
into trade conditions in the far east, 
with special reference to the ac-

Pointing out that in 1931 Amer- 
fcan investments in China amount- 
ed to only $200,000,000 as against 
$1,500,000,000 for Japan, Mr. 
Sokolsky comments that— 


Even in the depression year 1933 
American trade with Japan amounted 
to $271,855,000, and with China to 
$102,249,000. During that year Amer- 
ican trade with Japan increased by 
6.6 per cent and with Manchuria by | 
126 per cent; American exports to 
China decreased and imports from 
China increased. 

Thus it is obvious that 
antagonism to Japan does 
from Japanese attacks on a market 
that has either been highly developed 
by American business or that is at 
present important to us.

PLENTY OF REMEDIES FOR LEG 
CRAMPS. 

One with varicose (enlarged) veins 
or hardened arteries is likely to have 
more or less aching and cramps in the 
legs at night. Especially after a day 
of hard work or long standing. 

Inversion is a good remedy or at 
least a good preventive against these 
cramps. Lie on the back and elevate 
the legs to vertical for a few moments, 
as many times in the day as possible. 
Either let the legs rest against a wall 
or even just place your feet for a 
while on the top of your desk or on 
the mantel, to get the aid of gravity 
for the return of blood through the 
long veins. Sedentary persons will 
benefit more from this inversion if 
they do a bit of pedal exercise while 
lying with legs elevated—that is, 
work the feet and toes as though jug- 
gling a large ball. 


Individuals with the early arterio- 


sclerotic changes in the legs are more 
likely to have what is medically 
termed “intermittent claudication”—a 
kind of cramp which comes. after 
walking.

| SILVER ANGEL WASHINGTON, March 10.—The only bright

SILVER CHECK-UP The treasury is still very secretive about

There are ways of proving, however, that the government has 
acquired just about 317,000,000 ounces of silver since it an- 
nounced the silver buying program last year. The average price 
paid was 50 cents an ounce.

It also means that whoever sold the silver 
to the government made a profit ranging up to a maximum of 25 
cents an ounce. 

The amount seized by the government was approximately 112,-

While Most Concern State 
and South, Survey. of 
Proposals to Date Shows 
Their Broad Significance 


By FRANCIS WY. LEMAY. 

WASHINGTON, March 10.—()— 
Broad interest in the problems and 
plans of Georgia, the south and the 
nation was reflected today by the 
great number of bills offered in con- 
gress by the Cracker state’s senators 
and representatives. 

Perhaps the most important of leg- 
islation to draw the attention of con- 
gress—and tracing its authorship to a 
Georgian—was the amendment to the 
$4,880,000,000 works-relief bill by Sen- 
ator Russell. 

Accepted in senate committee as a 
substitute for the McCarran prevailing 
wage amendment, Russell's amend- 
ment gave the president discretionary 
power to raise the security wage level, 
originally called for in the fact, in 
any locality where the prevailing wage 
was in danger of falling. 

Of first importance from the purely 
southern viewpoint, was the amend- 
ment of Representative Brown to the 
RFC act, also inserted in committee, 
liberalizing loaning powers of the 
government agency for the purpuse of 
making funds available to rtinance ¢s- 
tablishment of pulp and paper mills 
in the vast southern pine belt. The 
new RFC bill was made law, includ- 
ing the Brown amendment, which was 
vigorously supported on the house 
floor by Representative Deen. 

Bills Held Up. 

The proposed new Home Owners’ 
Loan Corporation act is patterned 
along lines af a bill introduced by 
Representative Vinson on the opening 

of congress. 


amendment in this bill directing the 
employment of local persons in the re- 
gional and state offices. This move 
came on the heels of charges that 
“carpetbag” practices were used in 
selecting the personnel for these of- 
fices in Georgia. 

Russell and Brown were in position 
to attach the amendments by virtue 
of membership respectively on the 
senate appropriations and house bank- 
ing and currency committees. 

Due to the legislative jam on ad- 
ministration measures, very few of the 


Georgia membership through regular 
channels had come before either house 
for consideration. 

Small Cotton Grower. 

A study of the bills offered indicat- 
ed the Cracker state delegation was 
interested chiefly in protection of the 
cotton farmer growing two or three 
bales from taxation of quota surplus 
under the Bankhead compulsory bale- 
age production control act. No fewer 
than four bills were introduced by 
Georgia members to exempt the little 
farmer from the tax. 

Among other interests, as reflected 
in the bills, were means to eliminate 
‘asserted discriminations against the 
south by regional rail freight rate dif- 
ferentials, and government aid to com- 
bat the screw worm menace. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has requested congress 
for $480,008 for serew worm control. 
The rail rate corporation proposals 
rest in committee.

And when men contrast 
eternity with their finiteness, marvel- 
ous ability, with their palty sum of 
knowledge, has not the soul felt like 
bowing in reverence before God? 

“Yet people actually do attack re- 
ligion, and sneer at it, and laugh at 
it. Here we have an atheist saying, 
‘There is no God. Science fails com- 
pletely to offer proof of His exis- 
tence.” The agnostic attacks religion 
by his negative attitude, saying that 
he does not know whether God exists 
or not. There is an answer to such 
arguments. 

“Here is a weeping woman. Her 
child has died. Tears course down 
her cheeks. I take one of those tears 
and I ask my opponent to examine it. 
He places it under a microscope and 
he finds it to be a drop of water con- 
taining a little saline matter. ‘But, I 
say, ‘this is a tear, a human tear? 
My opponent replies, ‘I find no evi- 
dence of the human here; I find noth- 
ing more than water and a little 
saline matter.’ I hear one who is 
greatly tried, while expressing his 
grief, heave a sob of sorrow. If I 
should be able to collect some of the 
air, and my opponent to test it, he 
will find oxygen and nitrogen in the 
proportion of four to one and also 
some carbonic gas—and no more. But 
I say: “This is a human sob; the per- 
son who produced it was in the direst 
distress.’

Offer Is Received After 
Teuton Batters Down 
Foe in Ninth.

HAMBURG. March 10.—(#) ~— 
Fighting one of the great battles of 
his career, Max Schmeling put him- 
self squarely in line for a champion- 
ship match with Max Baer in June 
by beating handsome Steve Hamas 
into a state of complete helplessness 
in nine rounds tonight. 


Seldom has any fighter absorhed 

more punishment than Hamas did he- 
fore the little Belgian schoolmaster- 
referee, Valoni, halted the 12-round 
bout after one minute and 20 seconds 
of fighting in the ninth, and awarded 
the victory to Schmeling on a technica] 
knockout. The New Jersey heavy- 
weight, a football player and former 
all-around athlete at Penn State (ol- 
lege, was draped on the ropes, taking 
a vicious bombardment without sem- 
blance of a defense. 
Down three times for counts of nine 
in the sixth round, Hamas gamely 
stuck it out for three more chapters 
while the crowd implored officials to 
give him quarter. 

Hamas scarcely could raise a gloved 
hand in his own defense in the last 
two rounds, rocking around the ring 
like a rudderless ship in a hich sea 
as Schmeling grimly stalked him. 

NO ALIBIS. 


His face scarcely recognizable as he 
sat in his dressing room, Hamas re- 
fused to offer any sort of alibi: 

“I simply ran into a better man,” 
he muttered between battered lips. 

But when Schmeling went over te 
shake Steve’s hands and attempt to 
condole with his beaten rival, Hamas 
sna 
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pped : 
hat’s all right, but there'll be an- 
other time and I'll have my revenge.” 
Charley Harvey, the ends of his 
big walrus-mustache quivering with 
emotion, insisted that Hamas sprained 
a ligament in his left arm a week ago, 
Steve, according to his veteran man- 
ager, had been receiving steady treat- 
ment for the injury but had failed to 
get much relief. It still hurts him 
even to flex his biceps, Harvey said, 
A German physician admitted he 
had treated Hamas for five days. 
The awkward, bewildered fight Steve 
put up against the former world’s 
champion indicated there probably was 
a lot of truth in Harvey’s contention. 


“NOW WE GET BAER!” 

Schmeling, in a jubilant mood after 
the fight, shouted gleefully, “Now we 
get Baer,” as he embraced his Ameri- 
can manager, Joe Jacobs. 

It was learned reliably that Ancil 
Hoffman, Baer’s manager, has been 
cabled a new offer of $300,000 for 
a Schmeling-Baer title match this sum- 
mer. The fight, if. held, would be sub- 
sidized by the government and held in 
the new Olympic stadium in Berlin. 

For the capacity crowd of 25,000 
there never was any doubt as to the 
result. Hamas appeared slow and com- 
pletely in a fog even before the ter- 
rific sixth round assault when only 
the bell saved him from a knockout. 

The Jerseyman landed possibly no 
more than a dozen solid hlows during 
the entire scrap. Schmeling. looking 
like the formidable “Black Uhlan” of 
his American campaigns, waded in at 
the outset, punching sharply and clean- 
ly, never deigning to throw up a de- 
fense against his opponent’s feeble 
blows. After watching their idol 
smother Hamas so convincingly, the 
spectators were wondering how Steve 
ever had beaten Schmeling in their 
first meeting in Philadelphia a year 
ago.

Diesel tractor fleet operations on 
the gigantic Pima Indian reservation 
land project are furnishing a strik- 
ing example of fuel economy, accord- 
ing to Goodloe Yancey, president of 
Yancey Brothers, Inc., 684 Whitehall 
street, S. W., dealers in “Caterpillar” 
tractors, road and power farm ma- 
chinery and contractors’ equipment. 


The Diesel fleet on the Pima res- 
ervation, Mr. Yancey states, is the 
largest in the world and is working 
under the direction of the United 
States Indian service.
